#  Coach  Rube  McCray's  Tennessee  Wesleyan  Bulldogs  maintained  the  notable  record  in  1935  that 
had  been  set  up  by  the  McCray  men  in  rectnt  years.  The  Bulld()i;s  met  some  of  the  strongest  teams 
in  the  South  and  sailed  through  seven  ganu's  of  a  nine-game  schedule,  winning  their  third  consecutive 
junior  college  title  in  the  Southeastern  Conference.
